The Sorghum Question. 

Last week in our abstract of Prof. Col- 
lier’s lecture on the subject of “Sugar from 
Sorghum and Corn-Stalks, we referred to 
the growth of the industry in Minnesota, 
and some of the other western States, and 
of the success that had uniformly attended 
the efforts of those who had intelligently 
engaged in the business. ‘This industry 
may never be an important one to Maine, 
but we can see no reason why it cannot be 
carried on here as profitably as there. We 
have a large area of good corn land, and 
the same conditions that will insure a good 
vrowth of corn fodder, ought to produce a 
good crop of early amber sugar cane, for 
all the varieties of sorghum belong to the 
great order of Graminew and are closely 
allied to Indian corn. Frequent trials have 
shown that it will mature here in ordinary 
seasons, and the only question to be set- 
tled, is whether it is an economical way of 
obtaining our syrup and sugar. That it 
will produce an excellent quality of syrup 
has been settled beyond a doubt, and ex- 
periments to be tried the coming season 
will be likely to settle the sugar question. 
If we can grow the sorghum and make the 
syrup cheaper than we can produce it else- 
where, why should we not do it? 

But our purpose in this article was to 
note the success that has attended individ- 
ual effort in Minnesota, and we speak of 
this State more especially, because it is sit- 
uted as far, and some portions of it even 
farther north than Maine. ‘These brief re- 
ports will doubtless be interesting to our 
readers and may be of some real benefit. 
J. Kennedy, of Minnesotacity, says: “‘Early 
Amber planted first week in May; growth 
very rank; yield 180 gallons per acre, 
worth 65 cents pergallon; first made, gran- 
ulated finely.” W. Brockman, Fairmont, 
says: ‘“‘Planted the Early Amber seed from 
April9, to May 25th; growth, medium and 
ripened in 105 days; the yield was from 
140 to 200 gallons per acre on ten acres.” 
William Sarven of Excelsior; Seed planted 
May 12th; stalks cut Sept. 25th; yieldonone 
acre 250 gallons, and on a second aere 320.” 
German Agriculture Society, Dabigreen 
writes: ‘‘Planted the seed May 25th; yield 
was from 150 to 225 gallons per acre. Much 
of the syrup granulated readily, although 
we had some early and heavy frosts. The 
market price here is from 40 to 75 cents per 
gallon, according to quality.” 

The above few reports were selected at 
random from Minnesota. The reports 
from Wisconsin and Nebraska and other 
northwestern States, are equally flatttering. 
J. F. Gardiner, Falls city, Nebraska, says: 
“Planted May 20th; cut Sept. 25th. On 
account of the severe drouth the yield was 
only 60 gallons per acre, but it was of very 
fine quality and could have been easily con- 
verted into sugar.” Mills for converting 
the syrup into sugar have not as yet been 
erected to any great extent, and yet in 
many cases granulated sugar has been 
made on a small scale. Nearly every one 
expresses the feeling that sugar can be 
made, and several state that mills are to be 
erected during the year 1880. Five reports 
were made from Maine, by D. H. Thing of 
Mt. Vernon, Hiram Moore, Madison Cen- 
tre, Wildes P. Walker, Topsham, James C. 
Morse, Waldoborough and Alfred Sawyer, 
Gorham. Each of them tried the Early 
Amber last year andin each case it grew 
well. No syrup was attempted but each 
expressed faith in it as a Maine crop. Mr. 
Sawyer says: “I have seen syrup made 
here from this variety of cane of a nice 
quality.” Each speak highly of it as a 
forage crop. Mr. Thing says: “I believe 
the Early Amber to be the coming sugar 
plant of the country.” 

Recently the editor of the Prairie Farmer 
interviewed Mr. A. J. Russell of Janes- 
ville, Wisconsin, who had been reported to 
have been successful in producing sugar 
from sorghum juice in paying quantities, 
and whose high character he vouches for. 
The report of the interview was quite 
lengthy, but the gist of it was that in 1879, 
he made forty-five thousand pounds of 
sorghum sugar which sold readily at ten 
cents per pound. The product of sugar 
was seven and one half pounds tothe gal- 
lon of syrup. He did not deseribe the pro- 
cess. In reply to a question, he stated that 
last year he made no sugar except in an ex- 
perimental way, because the price paid for 
the syrup was better than what could be 
obtained for the sugar. In reply to a ques- 
tion as to the results of his experimenting 
for sugar in 1880, he said they were better 
than he expected. He said: “The results 
I have obtained the past two seasons sat~

as ours is encouraging, while the few ex- 
periments in the culture of the Early Am- 
ber tried in Maine have demonstrated the 
fact that it will grow and come to ma- 
turity here. The operations of another 
year will throw much more light upon the 
subject, and in the meantime, if a few per- 
sons residing in the same neighborhood 
wish to experiment ina small way they 
can do so at little expense. A fraction of 
an acre can be cultivated by each and a 
small mill and evaporater purchased; if it 
fails the loss will not fall heavy on each, 
and if it succeeds an important advance 
will thereby he made. 
Gare of Sheep. 

Sheep at this season require particular 
attention if good results are expected. 
With all domestic animals, the change 
from green, succulent food to that which 
is dry and concentrated, is of so radical a 
character that it must be begun and con- 
tinued with great care, and this is especi- 
ally true with regard to sheep. They 
come up to the barn in the fall with great- 
er reluctance than other animals, and en- 
dure the restraint and change of. diet less 
willingly, and toward spring the longing 
for green pastures and a free range, grows 
more and more intense. A suitable shelter 
is a requisite when they come to the barn 
but the selection of food is of still greater 
importance. Sheep have often come out 
well in the spring with no other shelter 
than an open shed, but they have never 
been known to thrive without proper and 
well-selected food; the feed therefore 
must be regarded as of the greater import- 
ance, though both are essential. 

Good sweet hay should be fed liberally 
and this should be supplemented by vari- 
ous other feeding stuffs. Roots contain a 
large per cent of water and are 
by many as of but little nutritive value, 
buti/they are nevertheless, a valuable feed 
for sheep, and greatly conducive to their 
health during their winter confinement. 
The effect of feeding roots upon the quali- 
ty of the wool has been found to be very 
favorable. The quantity of roots to be 
given, depends upon the kind of sheep, 
but competent authority estimates that 
one bushel will be a sufficient daily allow- 
ance for ten sheep, weighing one hundred 
and fifty pounds gach of live weight, if 
along with the roots one and one half 
pounds of hay and half a pound of mealor 
bran per head, are given. Preparations of

Horses’ Hoofs in Winter. 


The following advice with regard to the 
care of horses’ hoofs in winter which we 
find copied into an exchange, contains 
much practical common sense, which we 
fear is not appreciated by every owner of 
this noble animal. The article says that 
lack of moisture is not necessarily a cause 
of brittleness of the hoof, since the horse 
has a strong hoof. A continued drouth is 
especially dangerous when it-acts on a foot 
accustomed to abundance of water. Under 
the action of water the horn cells absorb, 
increase in size and push each other apart. 
By this action, too, some of the gelatinous 
matter that builds up the horn is dissolved 
out, and when the hoof is again allowed to 
dry it has lost materially in its power of co- 
hesion. The more frequently the process 
of soaking and drying is repeated, the more 
hurtful it proves to the hoof, which be- 
comes increasingly brittle and liable to split 
up. If, farther, this tendency to brittle- 
ness has been inbred through generations 
of horses, where the feet are alternately 
soaked by drenching rains, and withered by 
drying suns, the danger is proportionately 
increased, and the feet of such a race of 
horses are especially liable to splitting and 
injury. It is not habitual dryness that in- 
jures, itis the alternations of rain and drouth. 

While upon this subject it may be well 
to note that the evil effects of mois- 
ture may be largely warded off by smear- 
ing the moistened foot with an impervious 
oily agent before exposing it to the drying 
process. In this way the moisture that has 
been absorbed by the horn is retained, the 
sudden drying and shrinking are obviated, 
and the horn remains elastic and compara- 
tively tough. As it is often needful to soak 
the foot in warm or cold water, or in poul- 
tices in cases of disease, it is all important 
that the above-named precaution should be 
constantly borne in mind, and that the soft- 
ened foot should be smeared throughout 
with some hoof ointment, before it is al- 
lowed todry and harden. For this pur- 
pose nothing is simpler nor better than a 


or lard. This may be smeared on the foot 
every other day. 

In addition to the changes of the weather, 
the frequent standing in rotten dung-heaps 
or the pools of decomposed liquid manure, 
may be named as causes of brittle hoofs. 
In the dung-heap there is not only the 
moisture and steam and softening 
the hoof, but there is abundance of ammo- 
nia gas, which is especally calculated to 
soften, dissolve and destroy the horn. Rot- 
tem manure and putrid liquors, therefore, 
are much more injurious than pure water.

sheep in a healthful and growing condition, 
and a change of diet is as agreeable and 
healthful for sheep as for other animals. 

Of all the roots grown, the sugar beet is 
the most palatable and at the same time 
contains the greatest proportion of nutri- 
tiohs matter. They contain a trifie less 
flesh forming substances, but twice as 
much fat as mangels and three times a3 
much as ruta bagas. These differences 
should all be taken into account in making 
up the daily rationof sheep. In feeding 
sheep the farmer will constantly keep in 
mind the special object if any, which he 


‘has in view. If he is feeding store sheep, 


the chief object being the increase of the 
flock and the healthful growth of the 
fleece, a feed of good hay and of roots in 
proper quantity will generally keep them 
in good condition, but special management 
is necessary for the production of early 
lambs for the market and for fattening 
sheep for the same purpose. And where 
one is favorably situated, there is no part 
of sheep husbandry that is any more prof- 
itable than raising early lambs. In May 
a lamb weighing forty pounds will often 
bring ten dollars, a sum which amply pays 
all the trouble in rearing and a handsome 
profit besides. It is said that during very 
cold weather, sheep that are- with lamb 
when fed with a large amount of turnips, 
sometimes prematurely drop their lambs, 
but this is not due to anything in the roots 
themselves, but to the low temperature 
when they are given, the fetus being af- 
fected by the cold mass of matter lying in 
the stomach of the ewe. If roots are given 
to such therefore in extreme cold weather, 
they should either be warmed or cooked.

Among the Maine Stock Breeders.--XI. 
Riverside Farm, East Baldwin; Gen. C. P. 
Mattocks, Portland, Proprietor. 

East Baldwin is on the line of the Port- 
Jand & Ontensiens R. R., twenty-five miles 
from Portland. There is considerable light 
sandy land in this section as well as the 
rich intervales which lie along the Saco 
river which flows its quiet way from New 
Hampshire to the sea. Back of these san- 
dy tracts, which were originally and are 
still natural pine lands, lies a rougher, hilli- 
er, and stronger soil. On these last fruit 
trees ¢ quite well. Along the river 
the intervales are found almost continuously. 

Quite an extended editorial was given on 
the first page of the Farmer in the issue 
of Sept. 11, 1880, alluding to the history 
and operations of this noted farm in many 
points, some of which may be reiterated 
in this - py paper, and perhaps some ad- 
ditional ones given. 

Riverside Farm was the boyhood home 
and has since become the property of Gen. 
Mattocks. The original buildings, large 
and commodious, were burned many years 
ago, and the present ones with few excep- 
tions are more modern construtions. Who- 
ever visits Riverside Farm expecting to see 
large, costly structures, or fanciful archi- 
tecture, will be disappointed, but instead 
will see less expensive, yet very comforta- 
ble, convenient and useful buildings, neat, 
tasteful, and which can be copied to advan- 
tage by the average farmer to the extent of 
his needs and location, and also to his 
strain of farming. 

There is at present a neat, small two- 
story farm-house with ell, an office with 
dormitories, a hennery, summer and winter 
piggery, butchery, duckery, sheep-fold one 
hundred ft. in length, large horse stable 
with attachments and extensions, and a 
large, commodious cattle barn, 110 feet by 
44, with basement and silo beneath, conven- 
iently arranged. Several of the buildings 
have good basements and a good cellar is 
well finished and fitted up beneath the 
house. The storage capacity, including 
the five silos is immense. Ice and other 
ses are also situated in convenient 
places, the whole forming a hamlet by it- 
self, socupgng several acres of level light 
soil, dry and pleasant. 

The R. R. stution is within a few rods of 
the farm buildings. There is also a sweet 
corn factor}, and an evaporating applé fac- 
tory near by. We were much pleased with 
the movable pig yards there employed for 
summer use and think them worthy of 
adoption by those who raise pigs or pork. 

e help employed is considerable and 
the large businedihere conducted necessi- 
tates keeping quite a force summer and 
winter. Swedes are found to be profitable 
help. The shepherd is a Scotch laddie 
from the Highland sheep sections of Scot- 
The cow ard swine herd is a trusty 
and experienced man. One man is kept 
whose speciality is milking; another whose 
specialty is care of the dairy. The fore- 
man, Mr. Milliken, isa live Yankee, a very 
good man for the place. A Swedish girl of 
experience does the household work. The 
farm crew r s usually from six to ten. 

The pasture lands are quite good and are 
moreoutlying. There are some five hundred 
acres in the estate. The home fields are 
light and sandy, with a hundred acres of 
cleared intervale only partially develo 
now in process of ling and which when 
finished will add very much to the hay pro- 
ducing capacities of the farm. The farm 
has cut in past times one hundred tons of 
hay, besides crops of grain, but at

The largest flock of pure Cotswold regis- 
tered sheep in the United States is kept, 
numbering some one hundred and fifty. 
There is also about the same number of na- 
tive and grade sheep —_ for lambs for 
early market and wool. The pure bloods 
are exceptionally fine and remarkably good. 
The grades are also a very good lot. En- 
silage is fed them one or two times per day 
and seems to be an excellent thing for sheep 
so far. No better blood can be obtained 
for crossing on the common sheep of the 
country than this of Riverside Farm. 

Gen. Mattocks has invented and applied 
for patent on it, an improved ear for 
marking animals. It consists of two disks 
connected by a round central post. A hole 
is made in the ear, the disks separated, the 
post inserted through the ear, the opposite 
disk fitted on and the end of the post 
chiseled down. They are pretty useful, 
safe and convenient, just the thing for the 
designed purpose. He has also invented a 
band to encircle the legs of fowls on which 
the names, marks or numbers are placed, 
and which, by ingenuous device, is safely 
secured from coming off. Both are almost a 
necessity to all breeders and farmers who de- 
sire to safely mark their animals and fowls. 

Bronze turkeys of very superior excel- 
lence are bred in large numbers, and being 
larger than common turkeys and maturing 
early, are to be recommended to all turkey 
raisers. A gobbler just shipped to Prince 
Edward's Island weighed 40 pounds. No 
breed is superior for crossing on the com- 
mon stock. 

Pekin Ducks are bred to a considerable 
extent and we think the Gen. has the finest 
flock in New England. 

Light Brahma hens of the Felch strain 
are understandingly bred and we have seen 
no superiors. The cocks reach a weight of 
from 10 to 15 Ibs., and are very superior 
poultry. The hens are good layers, good 
setters and mothers, and the breed is quiet, 
tame and docile. They return large profits 
for feed consumed. The Gen. gells large 
quantities of all his breeding stock and 
eggs for hatching annually. 

An ensilage cutter, driven by horse pow- 
er is used not only for cutting the green 
fodder corn for ensilaging, but for cutting 
dried corn fodder, which is mixed after 
cutting with beet pulp and allowed to heat 
up to blood heat in large bins or a little 
more before feeding. This makes it palat- 
able and somewhat like ensilage. ‘There is 
storage capacity on the farm for some three 
thousand bushels of roots. A grain feed 
is given in moderate quantities to the cows 
composed of one third each corn meal, oat 
meal, and shorts and is much liked. Cotton 
seed meal is used considerably for sheep 
and oil meal somewhat.

Butter Making. 

Now don’t shrug your shoulders, I’ve no 
idea of telling you how to make rancid 
butter sweet; but have been very much 
interested in the Woman's Column. and 
thought I would like to tell the sisters 
what I have been doing the past season in 
the way of making butter and cheese. 
During the spring and summer of 1880 our 
dairy numbered five cows, but in October 
their number was increased to eight. Only 
one of the number, however, being new 
milch. And from these we have made. 
since last April, one thousand pounds of 
butter and five hundred pounds of cheese. 

We use the Ferguson Bureau Creamery 
for setting the milk, which is kept ata 
temperature of from 58° to 62° at all sea- 
sons, and skimmed at from 36 to 48 hours 
after setting. The cream is kept in a cool, 
dry place and brought to a temperature of 
60° before churning. The butter is salt- 
ed at the rate of an ounce to the pound, 
made out in pound bricks, and packed in 
layers in tin boxes holding fifty pounds 
each, these boxes being placed in wooden 
ones before sending to market. ‘The butter 
is marketed in Providence, R. LL; the 
cheese, most of them, at our home market 
as soon as they were dry enough to eat. 
Yes, and Ido want to tell Sister Potter 
that ‘twas not Richardson's butter color 
that did the mischief, for we kept butter 
colored with it all summer and it was as 
sweet in October as in May. Now will 
some one else please give their experi- 
ence to encourage me on my “‘milky way,”

Food Poisoning. 

We have often spoken of the extensive 
adulteration of human food, or more cor- 
reétly speaking food poisoning, and it is 
one of those subjects which the people who 
are the sufferers should strive by every 
means in their power to discourage and put 
anend to. But our attention is called to 
it at this time by the report of a Congres- 
sional Committee, appointed to investigate 
the subject and which has just come to 
hand. This committee reports that they 
have investigated so far as they could, 
with the time and opportunities they have 
had, the injurious and poi compound 
used in the preparation of food substances, 
&c., and find from the evidence submitted 
to them that the adulteration of articles 
used in the every day diet of vast numbers 
of people, has grown to such an extent as to 
seriously endanger the public health and to 
call loudly for legislative correction. But 
the legislation is of too important a charat- 
ter to be entered upon without a fuller in- 
vestigation than any committee of Congress 
could give it, and they therefore recom- 
mend the appointment of a commission to 
make a thorough and minute examination 
of the entire subject, aided by the necessary 
scientific appliances. 

Nearly twenty pages of the report are 
devoted to information received by the 
committee from reliable sources, much of 
which had in various ways, been previous- 
ly made public. The evidence so far as it 
goes,is of the most important character 
and shows that Congress has not grappled 
with the subject any too soon. It shows 
that not one or two articles only which we 
are obliged to purchase because we cannot 
produce them are adulterated, but that 
nearly everything we buy to supplement 
the home product of food is cheapened by 
the addition of foreign substances and in 
many cases “doctored” by the use of some 
of the most poisonous substances known to 
the chemist. These food adulterations are 
not confined to this country, but really 
were begun in Europe; but the American 
people bave proved themselves apt scholars 
in the villainous busimess. ‘The German Gov- 
ernment in 1878 had over 200,000 samples 
of different articles tested for adulterations 
and obtained 3,352 convictions in the 
courts. In England in 1879, there were ana- 
lyzed under act of Parliament 16, 772 sam- 
ples and 2,978 adulterations exposed. In 
other European countries, stringent laws 
have been enacted for the protection of the 
public health against the dangerous arti- 
cles which would otherwise be sold in the 
markets; we need laws equally stringent. 

Professor Johnson in charge of the Con- 
necticut Experiment Station, in a paper read 
before the American Social Science Associ- 
ation said: Bread, is poisoned with alum 
and sulphate of copper; Yeast, with alum ; 
Baking-powder, with alum, terra alba, 
plaster of Paris, whiting, and kaoiln ; Milk, 
with a variety of articles ; Cheese, with po- 
tatoes, beans, oleomargarine, vermillion, red 
chalk, sulphate of copper, arsenic, and cor- 
rosive sublimate; Lard, with boiled starch 
alum, and quicklime; Confectionary, with 
chromate of lead, redlead, vermillion, 
Prussian blue, copper, and arsenic; Pick- 
les, with sulphuric acid and verdigris; 
Mustard, with yellow ochre and chromate 
of lead; Vinegar, with sulphuric acid, ar- 
senic, and corrosive sublimate; Coffee, 
with roasted acorns, spent tan-bark, log- 
wood, mahogany, sawdust, and burnt liver of 
horses ; Teas, witha great variety of articles. 

Coffee roasted and ground and offered 
for sale in packages has long been known 
to be nade up of villainous compounds, but 
it was thought that when we obtained the 
raw coffee we got a pure article, but it is 
now known that low grade Rio is often 
raised two or three cents per pound by be- 
ing coated with lamp-black and chromate 
of lead, the latter being highly poisonous. 
Professor Collier told us at Brunswick, 
that twelve samples obtained by him at re- 
tail stores were so treated and that the par- 
ties selling it made no secret of it and own- 
ed that they paid fifty cents per hundred 
for having it so “‘doctored.” 

Sugars and syrups are adulterated with 
glucose. This is a cheap substance made 
in Germany of old rags, and it can be made 
of saw-dust. In this country it is made by 
boiling starch in dilute sulphuric acid (oil 
of vitriol,) is a giant which has grown in-a 
few years from nothing to most collossal 
proportions. A single factory uses in mak- 
ing it over five million bushels of corn a 
year. Another, more than two million 
bushels, Dr. T. D. Williams of Chicago, 
recently analyzed over a hundred samples 
of confectionery, and found more than 70 
per cent. were made wholly or in part of 
glucose. He also recently analyzed six 
samples of brown sugar, procured from six 
different places and found they all contained 
glucose; two of them light colored and ap- 
parently fine articles contained respective- 
ly 331¢ and 4144 per cent. of glucose. Pro- 
fessor Kedzié of the Michigan Board of 
Health found that of seventeen specimens 
ofsyrup, fifteen were made of glucose. Say- 
ing nothing of its effect on health, glucose 
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of a great variety of other things, but this 
must suffice for the present. All these 
things show a greed of gain and a ‘lisre- 
health ,and of haman 
life that is perfegtly appalling ; and the pow- 
er that controls the manufacture of glucose 
and oleomargarine alone, is a formidable 
, The manufacturers of these two ar-| 
alone, by simply adding one cent a 
pound to the price of their products can 
raise annually a fighting fund of not less 
than, five millions of dollars—enough to 
pay an annual salary of $10,000 each to 
every prominent, chemist in the country 
who can be enlisted in their behalf, and 
then have more than $4,000,000 per annum 
left to be used in other ways. It is a gigan- 
tic power, able to retain’ chemists and 
health officers and some portion of the 
public press, and make it exceedingly un- 
comfortable for those who attack it, but a 
greater power than this is the American 
people and we entirely agree with Mr. 
Angell in his statement to the committee, 
that “if the power of dishonest, combined 
capital has become so omnipotent that 
these great crimes cannot be stopped here, 
as they have been to a great extent in Eng- 
land, and the people of this country cannot 
be protected, then republican government 
is a failure.”

An AwFuL Crime. A farm house, a 
mile from the quiet village of Week’s Mills 
in China, was the scene of a most attrocious 
murder on Saturday the 19th, inst., the facts 
concerning which were brought out and 
verified by the confession of the murderer. 
The murdered person was Mrs. Deborah 
Merrill, and the murderer her own son 
Charles. ‘This son is said to have been a 
scape grace and guilty of many misdeeds. 
His father has been at work during the 
winter in the woods near Moosehead Lake. 
The son had some trouble with his mother 
last fall which resulted in his going away 
from home for a time, but not getting 
employment, he desired to return and his 
mother permitted him. Saturday he took 
his mother to the Mills and. returned about 
dark. According to his confession, his 
mother came into the stable to get the robes 
from the sleigh when he crept up behind 
her and killed her with a hammer. He cut 
of the limbs and attempted to burn them in 
the stove and fire-place, but not succeed- 
ing fully in this, he buried them under the 
manure heap where they were found; the 
trunk he hid in the woods. Informa- 
tion of the missing woman was first given 
by her daughter, Mrs. Lilly, who lived in 
the same house with her, and the case was 
worked up by Deputy Sheriff Percival and 
Coroner W. H. Libby. The murderer was 
in this city with a load of potatoes since 
the murder. He is now in the Kennebec 
Jail. _Monday he plead guilty and was 
committed to await the action of the Grand 
Jury in October. Rarely has a more foul 
and unnatural murder been committed.

CHARLES SHEPARD MOTLEY, who died 
near Pride’s Bridge,. Deering, Thursday, in 
the 96th year of his age, was born in old 
Falmouth in 1785, the year before the 
“Neck” was set off and incorporated into 
the town of Portland. His grandfather, 
John Motley, came from Belfast, Ireland, 
and in 1738 he married Mary Roberts, by 
whom he had three sons and one daughter. 
Thomas, the youngest. son, married Emma, 
the daughter of John Wait, senior of Fal- 
mouth, and in 1781 became keeper of the 
old wooden jail, which stood where the old 
City Hall now is. Inthe old two story 
jail house Charles 8. Motley was born only 
ten years after the destruction of the town 
by Mowatt. When young Motley became 
fifteen years old he went with his brother, 
Capt. Robert Motley, to Guadgloupe in the 
brig Traveler, and continued to go to sea 
as a cabin boy and mast hand until the war 
of 1812. Mr. Motley was a hand on board 
the privateer brig Dash, Capt. Cammett, 
in 1814, when she escaped from the British 
“Bulwark” by running into shoal water 
among the Sea Islands, Nova Scotia. The 
partner of the well-remembered and 
wealthy Boston firm of *‘Thomas and Ed- 
ward Motley,” were his brothers, and John 
Lothrop Motley, the historian, was his 
nephew. Mr. Motley was married in 1833 
to Miss Mary Davis, who survives him. 
They never had any children. Mr. Motley 
was the last of the family of Thomas and 
Emma Wait Motley in Maine. 


Rev. Dr. SHAILER, of Portland, died 
Wednesday evening week shortly before 
seven o’cloek, having remained in an un- 
conscious condition since Sunday evening. 
The funeral services took place Friday 
afternoon at 2.30 o’clock, from the First 
Baptist church. Dr. Shailer was a little 
over 73 years old. He graduated from 
Madison University in 1835; entered the 
Newton Institution the same year, but was 
called to take charge of the Connecticut 
Literary Institute at Suffield, Conn. Here 
he remained two years, during which time 
he was ordained in Deep River, Conn., to 
the Christian ministry. While living there 
he was married, his wife being the daugh- 
ter of Prof. Hascall of Hamilton, N. Y.., 
the founder and long a professor of Madi- 
son University. In 1837 Dr. Shailer ac- 
cepted a call to the Baptist. church in 
Brookline, Mass., of which he remained 
pastor for more than sixteen years. He 
became pastor in Portland March 19, 1854, 
and remained the much loved minister of 
the church until he resigned, August, 1877, 
a period of nearly twenty-four years. 


THE extreme penalty of the law was in- 
flicted upon E. C. Hayden, at Windsor, 
Vermont, on Friday of last week, for the 
murder of his wife, at a hotel in Derby 
Line, Vermont, in 1876. He had squander- 
ed his wife’s property, some $40,000, and 
afterwards became so dissipated that she 
could not liye with him. On the day of 
the murder he called at the hotel, and he- 
ing refused admittance to his wife’s room, 
by Mr. Brigham, Hayden shot him, and 
then entering the room shot his wife. He 
then delivered himself up, and wanted to 
be hanged at once. His crime caused him 
no remorse, but his fiendish spirit mani- 
fested itself in sending his wife, who 
lived six days after the ting, a message 
to the effect that he was glad he had shot 
her aud hoped she would die. Hayden at 
one time was in the hoop skirt business in 
Portland, having a manufactory on Mid- 
dle street over Woodman, True & Co. 


SENATOR Matt H. Carpenter of Wisconsin, 
died in Washington, ‘Thursday. He was 
born in Moretown, Vt., in 1824; in 1843 he 
entered the Military Academy at West 
Point where he remained two years. He 
then went to Boston and studied Jaw in the 
office of Rufus Choate and was admitted to 
the bar. In 1848 he removed to Wisconsin 
and engaged inthe practice of his profession. 
He soon became one of the most eminent 
lawyers of the West. He was first elected 
to the Senate in 1869 to succeed Senator 
Doolittle. In 1875 he received the caucus 
nomination for his successor, but a minor- 
ity of the Republicans refused to vote for 
him and by the help of the Democrats suc- 
ceeded in electing Angus Cameron. In 1879 
he was chosen successor to Senator Howe. 
Mr. Carpenter was one of the best lawyers 
and most brilliant debaters in the Senate.

Tee Biddeford Journal says that B. T. 
Littlefield of Saco, closed his apple evap- 
orating works Jan. 3ist. October 17th 
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providing for the removal.of county attor- 
neys and the appointment of special consta- 
bles. A minority report was also made, 
with a bill toamend chap. 247, in relation 
to this same matter, by repealing sections 
2,3, 4 and 5 ofthis chapter. Two reports 
were made by the Judiciary Committee on 
petitions for a change in the divorce laws. 
‘The majority report granted the petition- 
ers leave to withdraw, but the minority re- 
ported a bill providing for the amendment 
of chap. 60 Revised Statutes, so that when 
a divorce is decreed by reason of adultery 
or of gross or habitual drunkeness, the guil- 
ty party shall be incapable of marrying 
excepting as provided in this bill. If 
such guilty shall marry, otherwise than as 
hereinafter provided, such party shall be 
deemed guilty of polygamy. The consti- 
tutional amendment reported by the Judic- 
iary Committee, regarding ¢ nS, pro- 
vides that the fall election shall be changed 
from the second Monday in September to 
the Tuesday next after the first Monday 
in November, beginning with the year 1884. 

The Executive Council, in consequence of 
the imbroglio between them and Governor 
Plaisted on. the matter of his removals 
from office without cause and for political 
considerations, will invoke the opinion of 
the Supreme Court, with the view of seour- 
ing an amicable adjustment. The removal 


will be made a test case. The resolve ex- 
pelling Swan received a unanimous passage 
130 members voting in favor. The resolve 
appropriating $4000 for the Industrial 
School for Girls at Hallowell for 1881, and 
$4000 for the year 1882, was read and as- 
signed for Wednesday next, 

‘The Committee on Railroads have report- 
ed the bill for a narrow guage road from 
Farmington to the Kennebec in a new draft. 
The name of the road now is to be the 
Kennebec Central Railroad. ‘The corpora- 
tors mentioned are Joseph R. Rodwell, 
James W. North, H. K. Morrill, E. C. Al- 
len, P. G. Bradstreet, Joseph H. Manley, 
Hiram Fuller, Orville D. Baker, John T. 
Richards, J. 8. Berry and William Harvey, 
and the terminus is limited between the 
north line of Green street in the city of Au- 
gusta and the south line of the city of Gar- 
diner. The time for the completion of the 
road is also limited to the end of the year 
1885. 

The minority bill for the regulation of 
the mackerel fishery on the coast of Maine 
was debated in the House by Strout of 
Portland, Thatcher of Bangor and others, 
and was passed by a vote of more than 
three to one. 

The bill which was presented by Mr. 
Bird of Rockland contemplates the taxa- 
tion of foreign insurance companies on 
their gross receipts the same as other com- 
panies organized under the laws of other 
states. The new bill for the incorporation 
of the Skowhegan & Athens railroad is 
about one-fifth the length of the one re- 
committed several days ago, and has lost 
all the objectionable provisions with which 
the original was encumbered. 

The bill for restricting the military ex- 
penditures to $16,000 yearly, was debated 
at length in the Senate Tuesday and then 
passed. The railroad committee will report 
the bill to incorporate the Mexico & Byron 
Railroad Co. inanew draft. The road will 
run along the bank of Swift River, and it is 
some 15 miles in length. The bill for the 
extension of the Bangor & Bucksport Rail- 
road will be reported ina new draft. The 
extension will carry the road to Ellsworth. 
A charter for a horse railroad in Portland 
will be reported. An act of incorporation 
will be reported for the Boothbay Railroad 
Company. Adverse reports will be made 
on petition of W. F. erry and others for a 
charter for a railroad from Bridgton to 
some point on the line of the Portland & 
Ogdensburg Railroad, on petition of S. C. 
Smith and others for a road from Harrison 
to Portland and on a bill concerning rates 
of freight and fare on railroads. 

A bill is pending providing for the exe- 
eution of any convict under sentence of 
imprisonment for life who shall hereafter 
kill any person within the State. The Gov- 
ernor has appointed a committee consisting 
of Dr. Dana of Pertland, Dr. Oakes of Au- 
burn, and Dr. F. E. Hitchcock of Rock- 
land to investigate the matter of sending 
insane criminals to the Insane Hospital. 

The bill to incorporate the Bangor Bank 
provides for a capital stock of $200,000, 
and may be increased to $500,000. The bill 
presented in the House for the incorpora- 
tion of the Kenduskeag Bank provides for 
a capital not exceeding $300,000. The Dill 
to incorporate the Junction Railread Co. 
of Portland was read once and assigned. A 
resolve was presented authorizing the sale 
of the State’s interest in timber on town- 
ship No. 8, range 16. 

In the Senate, bill was presented and re- 
ferred to incorporate the Merchants’ Bank 
of Waterville. Amended bill an act to al-

Annual Meeting at Phillips. 

In the midst of a northeast snow storm, 
Grange Hall at Phillips, was filled Wednes- 
day P. M. Feb. 23, on the occasion of the 
meeting of the above named Association. 
Order was called by President Nelson and 
Joel Wilbur, Esq., President of the North 
Franklin Society, welcomed 
the Association to Phillips, ina few well 
chosen remarks, which were responded to 
by the President. The first speaker was 
‘Mr. Albert Pease of Grass Dale, Salem; 
his subject was Dairying in Maine, and as 
there was to be another paper upon this 
subject discussion was deferred. 

8. L. Boardman of Augusta, read a pa- 
per upon “Butter Packages” and exhibited 
several packages for marketing butter 
among them one from the celebrated dairy 
of Howard Murphy of Belfast: With their 
present improved mode of transportation, 
there is no reason why the farmers of 
North Franklin, should not find a ready 
market during the summer month for their 
butter. Mr. Bliss of Vermont followed, 
and in opening the discussion, he said the 
return packages had been about driven 
from the market; he explained several 
cheap packages used in Vermont. Eastern 
oak was good for tubs, western unfit ; pre- 
ferred ash or spruce. In reply to Mr. 
Pease he said he had never known white 
birch used for tubs; it was too expensive 
with them. Mr. Pease said it was very 
abundant here and he had thought it might 
be utilized in this way. Mr. Bliss knew of 
no objections te white birch ; the best mode 
of preparing tubs is to put boiling hot 
brine into them and let it set 24 hours. 
Farmers should market their butter fresh ; 
there can be no possible way of gaining 
anything by keeping butter. Much dis- 
cussion followed upon the best methods of 
preparing butter for market. Major Dill 
spoke of the way butter was marketed in 
this section of Maine when he first went in- 
to trade fifty years ago. The butter was 
brought to the store in all kinds of shapes 
and thrown by the merchant into a barrel 
ot brine, and in the fall a man was hired to 
work it all over; the price ranged from 41g 
cents to 12}¢ per pound. Mr. Bliss thought 
more butter was spoiled by a butter work- 
ers than in any other way. Dr. North 
agreed with him but believed some butter 
workers could be used to advantage. 

EVENING. 

Owing to the heavy wind and intense 
cold but few were out in the evening. Pres- 
ident Nelson gave the method pursued by 
the dairymen of Winthrop in packing and 
marketing their butter. Most of the butter 
is put in prints of one pound each and from 
40 to 50 pounds a box; most of the milk in 
the warm weather is put in the cheese fac- 
tory. 

Mr. Bliss then took the floor and an- 
swered a great many questions and this 
was, I think, one of the most profitable 
hours of the session. He said it was not 
sufficient to heat a mass of cream to 62° be- 
fore churning; we should either heat it to 
90° and then let it cool to 62° or keep it at 
62° for at least 12 hours; he did not ap- 
prove of the system of setting milk in 
deep cans and drawing milk from the 
cream ;. there is a sediment. which set- 
tles to the bottom of the can, which 
is very injurious to the butter; the 
cream should be dipped from the milk. 
There was no meeting Thursday A. M. and 
several left town at noon. ‘The people were 
very much disappointed at not hearing Mr. 
Bliss’ paper upon “butter making” and it 
is hoped he will come this way again. Mr. 
Dill, the first President of the Association, 
called the meeting to order in the after- 
noon and introduced as the first speaker, 
the President, J. R. Nelson of Winthrop, 
who read a paper upon “Dairying in 
Maine.” He gave as the two principal 
reasons of the unsatisfactory results of the 
dairy ; first, that too many poor cows are 
kept and second those are not fed as they 
should be. Estimating the average prod 
ucts per cow in Franklin county by the cen- 
sus of 1870 at present prices, the cows 
paid $17.50 each. Inthe discussion Dr. 
North said his cows were paying him 
above cost of keeping $2.00 per week each ; 
he thought Hungarian grass best for ex- 
tra summer feed; did not thiuk Jerseys 
were more liable to garget then other 
breeds. Mr. D. F. Hodges of Phillips, 
read a paper upon relative value of cattle 
feed and results of feeding the same; this 
was a well prepared paper and showed that 
the speaker understood the subject before 
him. The last paper was by Dr. North, 
upon the subject of *‘Milking.”” Much of 
the chance of success depends upon at- 
tention to small matters; if we would suc- 
ceed we must make the most of every- 
thing; accounts should be kept with every 
branch of the dairy and with each cow; he 
urged the importance of properly ‘*break- 
ing in the heifer”; harsh measures should 
never be allowed. Milking is an art and 
must be studied; there are few good milk- 
ers. It requires a strong hand and arm 
and every nerve should be strained to the 
utmost to draw the milk as quickly and as 
evenly as possible. The taste of the barn 
has cost the loss of many a good customer. 
The time for milking should be fixed by 
the clock, and every irregularity should be 
avoided. It was not thought best to try 
and hold a meeting in the evening. Presi- 
dent Nelson thanked the people for their 
attendance. Vote of thanks was extended to 
the gentlemen from abroad and an invita- 
tion was extended to the Association to 
meet with us next year. 0. 8. N.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Making Scrap Books. 

Some weeks ago the editor of the FARM- 
ER gave some advice about the preserva- 
tion of newspaper seraps, on topics of im- 
portance and interest. I had been doing 
something in that direction for some time 
on a small scale, and that article found my 
mind in a very receptive state. A ferment 
immediately set in, and I have had the 
scrap hook fever ever since. I don’t know 
what todo about it. WhenI look at my 
old files of newspapers (too clumsy or too 
fragmentary to preserve whole), I see such 
an array of valuable articles on all sorts of 
topics that I want to save almost every 
thing. But I cannot afford the time to-cut 
them out and arrange them. It seems to 
me that if I undertake to save everything 
that I would like to, [ should -have scissors 
or paste brush in my hand halfthetime. I 
am sometimes juston the point of aban- 
doning the field, but a look at my big box 
full of scraps all cut and classified and 
tied in bundles, carries theday. and'I re- 
solye to hold on a little longer. Most 
likely, however,I shall be compelled by 
and by to restrict my activity to scraps 
pertaining to a few special topics. 

That in fact is what I must advise all 
busy people to do. If you are a farmer 
you will want to save scraps appertaining 
to farm topics, and if you are interested in 
some special branch of farming, of course 
you will collect more largely of articles re- 
lating thereto. One farmer will prefer 
those relating to stock, another to poultry, 
another to fruit-growing and soon. And 
if one takes a lively interest in some mat- 
ter outside of his business, he may save 
scraps on that subject, too. Thus one 
farmer may be a student of natural history, 
another a lover of poetry and humor, an- 
nother deeply interested in politics, anoth- 
er in local history, another in religious 
topics. Almost everybody likes a scrap 
book full of poetry aud fun. My own 
speciality among farm topic: is fruit-grow- 
ing, and on this subject [ have a large scrap 
book partly filled, representing all branches 
of the subject. In one part of the book I 
have placed articles on the propagation of 
fruit trees; in anther, those on grafting ; 
in another, those on pruning; in others 
those on the preservation of apples, the 
making of vinegar, the keeping qualities of 
the several varieties and soon. ‘The larger 
part is devoted to the apples, and after this 
come the pear, peach, plum, cherry and so 
on, the small fruits overflowing into anoth- 
er volume. ‘here are some articles that 
are not confined to any one branch of the 
subject, and these are placed in a miscella- 
neous department. Now, whenever I want 
to refer to sume article of interest, I know 
just where to find it, and right along with 
it are other articles un the same topic. Such 
a volume of scraps is like a cyclopedia, and 
has one advantage over ordinary cyclope- 
dias that it presents the views of a good 
many persons on the same topic. I “firmly 
expect to derive frum this scrap-book ad- 
vantages far outweighiny all the trouble it 
is costing me. 

To me the great advantage of a scrap 
book is its capacity for classification, bring- 
ing all articles on the samme topic together. 
It we use an old reports or other bound vol- 
umes in order to classify we must defer 
pasting in the scraps until enough have ac- 
cumulated to fill the volu ne, ve we must in 
the beginning allot to each topic the space 
we think it likely to occupy. ‘There are 
difficulties about either mod-, and { think 
the best way is to paste the scraps upon 
separate leaves, which can be classified and 
arranged as we please when enough for a 
volume are obtained. Then, too, we can 
get clean, smooth wanilla paper, and the 
scrap-book wili be stronger and look neater 
than one made of an old book. Such paper 
can be obtained, all neatly cut into leaves 
eight inches long and ten inches high, (the 
best size, I think,) for about $2 per thous- 
and leaves, equal to 20 cents per hundred 
leaves, which are enough for a single vol- 
ume. 7 

For paste there is quite a range of choice. 
Flour paste is good. Common mucilage 
will not do, for it wets through the paper. 
If made very thick I suppose it would an- | 
swer. A very good mixture_is a combina- 
tion of gum arabic and gum tragacanth, in 
say equal parts, dissolved in water, but the 
dissolving of the gum tragacanth is trouble- 
some. One good authority assures me that 
the very best thing for the purpose is pure 
gum tragacanth dissolved in water. A much 
cheaper article, and very easily made, and 
very satisfactory to me, is made of dextrine 
and water. Dextrine is sold by the drug- 
gists of the larger towns, in the form of a 
tawny-colored powder, and when dissolved 
in water, which acts upon it very quickly, 
it looks like molasses. This is the paste 
used generally by express companies. An- 
other mode of preparing dextrine, that is 
very highly recommended, is by this re- 
cipe: **Dextrine, 2 ounces; acetic acid, 4 
drams; alcohol, 4drams; water, 244 ounces. 
Dissolve the dextrine with the acetic acid 
in hot water, and then add the alcohol.” I 
have tried this, but think it is too thin and 
apt to soak through the paper, besides 
crumpling it. .Twice the given quantity of 
dextrine improves it. To prevent mould- 
ing of paste that does not contain alcohol 
or acetic acid, put in a few drops of oil of 
cloves or wintergreen. Always have the 
paste very thick—about as thick as you can 
spread it thin. 

Use a very small bristle brush, not over a 
quarter of an inch wide, and apply the paste 
only to the edges of the scrap; in this way 
the crampling of the leaf is almost wholly 
avoided. A line drawn with red ink along 
the margins will add to the neatness of the 
appearance of the page. But this is only 
for those who have time to spend in orna- 
ment. 

Now a word to the father or mother who 
is too busy to cut out and paste scraps, but 
has a nimble-fingered boy or girl. When 
you read a paper that is devoted to the scis- 
sors, have a pencil in hand, a red or green 
one is best, and mark each article that you 
wish to save. After everybody has read it 
the younger fingers can cut it out and paste 
it upon the leaves or in the book. 

Just try a scrap book and see if you
